The  Pastor '«  Problems. 

Ka<-li  pastor,  of  course,  has  big  peculiar 
problems  owing  to  the  peculiarities  of  the 
different  fields  of  labor,  but  there  are  some 
problems  eommon  to  all  fields  and  with 
which  every  true  pastor  must  grapple.

Hotr.Jto  find  .time  for  ample  preparation 
in  the  midst  of  diverse  duties? 

Tlie  preacher’s  chief  business  should  be 
to  preach  the  Gospel.  Nothing  can  tie  sub- 
stituted for  that.  The  Gospel  alone  will 
snve  the  lost  and  the  lost  must  hear  and  be 
lieve  it  to  be  saved.  It  must  be  preached 
constantly  and  continuoulKly.  It  will  not 
do  to  preach  it  occasionally  or  Just  during 
the  revival  season.  Every  scrnio  nought 
to  bo  a Gospel-  sermon.  It  ought  to  be  so 
presented  as  to  save  the,  lost  and  at  the 
same  time  ripen  the  saved  Every  believer 
ought  to  know  the  way  df  life  so  that  he 
could  lead  others  to  believe.  The  preacher 
ought  not  to  dissipate  his  efforts  by  preach- 
ing one  8ernion  to  Christians  and  the  next 
to  sinners.  The  purpose  of  every  serrtion 
should  be  to  get  some  one  saved.  That 
which  will  save  the  lost  will  feed  the  saved. 
^ e are  born  of  the  word  and  we  are  fed 
on  the  word.  We  cannot  be  saved  without 
it  and  we  cannot  grow  without  it.  It  is 
not  enough  to  be  born  in  the  kingdom,  but 
we  must  grow  into  the  full  stature  of  men 
and  women  in  the  Lord.  The  Gospel  is  just 
one  thing  and  we  shall  he  counted  narrow 
if  we  preach  nothing  else.  But  Paul  said 
he  was  • determined  to  know  nothing  else1. 
Denouncing  sin  is  not  preaching  tne  Gospel. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  do  It  sometimes,  but 
let  us  quit  calling  it  the  Gospel.  The  Gos- 
pel is  good  news  of  salvation  in  Christ. 
Many  church  members  have  never  heard  it. 
Our  churches  arc  full  of  unconverted  men 
and  women.  Christ  settled  the  sin  problem 
on  the  cross,  and  when  we  accept  Him 
that  problem  is  settled.  Too  many  arc  try- 
ing to  do  for  themselves  what  (Tirist  did 
for  them  2,000  years  ago.  Turn  over  your 
self  and  sins  and  righteousnesses  too  to 
Jesus  Christ  and  the  heaven  and  hell  ques- 
tion is  settled.  Turning  from  sin  and  quit- 
ting sin  i3  not  the  solution  of  your  eternal 
destiny,  however  important  it  may  he  to 
quit  them.  A man  may  quit  his  sins  and 
still  go  down  to  hell.  How  would  a tnan  go 
about  turning  from  his  gins  atnywny!  Where 
would  he  turn!  How  can  man  turn  from  a 
murder  which  he  had  committed  or  from 
adultery  in  which  he  engaged.  lie  may 
do  so,  but  the  murder  and  the  adultery 
already  committed  stand  ofit  against  him. 
The  Gospel  can  save  the  greatest  sinner, 
and  it  must  be  preached.  , 

2.  The  visiting  problem.  This  is  a deli  i 
cate  problem  and  must  lie  handled  carefully.  I 

It  takes  time  and  a lot  of  wisdom  to  do  this  < 

kind  of  work,  the  preacher  must  not  have  c 
favorites  or  members  who  am  his  pets.  There  i 
is  the  neglected  brother.  Porte  members  i 
demand  more  attention  thafi  others,  they  c 
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•will  not  attend  church  if  the  pastor  docs  not 
make  frequent  visits  to  tneir  homes  or  places 
of  business.  Some  member*  had  rather  you 
would  not  come  so  often,  and  no  it  goes. 
It  takes  wisdom  and  care  to  deal  with  sueh 
diverse  elements.  Sickness  in  the  pastor's 
home,  or  absence  from  the  city,  or  arduous 
duties  are  not  accepted  as  sufficient  reasons 
for  neglecting  certain  ones.  No  excuse  will 
be  accepted.  When  a mcuto<*i  go**  ;irk,  if 
the  pastor  fails  to  learn  abotit  it,  or  for  some 
reason  has  to  delay  his  visit  he  is  severely 
censured  and  makes  an  everlasting  enemy 
of  his  parishioner.  Ncwooim  rs  it) to  the  com 
niunity  must  be  bunted  up  or  run  down,  ami 
still  they  complain  of  being  neglected 
though  they  never  go  to  church.  Ami  if 
they  go  things  are  not  like  they  were  at 
their  home  ehufch,  and  they  never  return 
again.  If  the  church  happens  to  lx*  weak 
the  newcomer  will  criticize  and  probably 
attend  a congregation  stronger  of  some 
other  faith.  And  so  Jhey  drift  and  are  lost 
them  to  Christ  and  the  church t They  may 
to  the  church.  ’ •

a great  spiritual  uplift  to  a city  or  town 
pastor.  The  people  aro  more  read j to  give’ 
a listening  ear  to  the  Gospel,  There  are 
fewer  plans  to  go  m the  country  for  enter- 
tainment. The  church  is  the  only  meeting 
place.  There  are  fewer  places  of  vie*.  The 
people  are  more  spiritual  and  1cm  worldly 
minded.  They  have  larger  families  and  are 
happier  mid  more  contented.  Tory  art 
more  hospitable  ill  their  hornet  and  have 
less  of  worry.  What  a tc frothing  time  it 
the  country  revival  season t But  snail  we 
neglect  the  hard  fields  ui  the  towns  and 
cities  for  these?  N\  hat  shall  we  do?  Broth*  i 
er  pastors  these  are  some  of  the  problems  ■ 
that  confront  us  We  need  wisdom  and 
grace  and  Divine  guidance  to  grapple  with 
them.  We  need  not  be  iilt.

J.  The  young  people’*  problem. 

How  are  we  to  get  hold  of  them  and  win 
them  to  Christ  and  the  church?

“Oh.  pastor,  we  are  so 
glad  you  are  not  going  to  leave  ns.  " It 
was  just  as  Sunday  school  was  breaking 
up,  and  I said,  “ Well,  now  you  are  going  to 
remain  for  preaching,  are  you  not?  ' and 
they  began  with  one  a<  cord  to  make  >x- 
ruses  And  the  pastor's  heart  sank  within 
him.  Oh.  the  young  people!  what  shall  We 
do  with  them? 

4.  The  prayer-meeting  problem. 

Here  again  is  agony.  But  few  attend. 
The  great  majority  of  the  membership 
never  go  to  prayer-meeting,  (’an  they  af- 
ford it?  What  they  do  miss.  Do  thpy  ever 
pray*  Do  they  believe  in  prayer?  Do  they 
care  for  the  pastor?  Do  they  love  Christ 
and  Ilia  church?  What  a blessing  to  those 
who  do  come.  What  a church  it  would  lx* 
if  nil  did  come.  I sninetinx**  wonder  how 
the  one  feels  who  ha*  been  a church  member 
for  year*  and  never  did  attend  the  prayer 
meeting.  This  is  the  plsee  to  talk  to  GoJ 
and  where  we  have  leisure  for  listening  to 
God  while  He  talk*  to  us.  Thi*  is  the  place 
to  learn  more  of  God  and  Hi*  word  and  to 
c-ommune  with  each  other  and  with  God. 
What  a hallowed  place  and  hour.  What  a 
problem  brother  pastor  is  the  mid-week 
prayermeeting. 

5.  The  vacation  problem.  How  shall  we 
spend  it  f Shall  we  go  off  to  a watering  place 
of  shall  we  hold  revival*  or  shall  we  accept 
the  offer  for  a vacation  at  all.  Shall  wc 
close  the  church  doors  during  our  absence, 
or  shall  we  get  a supply?  Then  where  shall 
we  'turn  for  a supply?  How  delightful  it 
is  to  the  town  or  city  pastor  to  go  out  in 
destitute  places  and  hold  meetings?  What

I notice  au  article  iu  the  New  Orlcaos  ■ 
Advocate  of  September  9th,  entitled  **  Ser- 
mon* By  the  l>evil.“  The  writer  claims  that 
these  semi <>ii»  pur|*orted  to  iiave*  been 
preached  by  the  devil,  and  are  d<  signed  to 
bring  to  one's  mind  the  kind  of  atuff  wt  hear 
preached  from  the  pulpits  of  the  land  under 
the  guise  of  Christian  sermons  He  gif**  the 
Kulmlunee  of  what  he  heard  a Gospel  minis- 
ter preach  ani  quotes  him  as  saying  that 
“God  docs  not  require  you  to  keep  the  Tea 
Commandments, “ etc.,  giving,  of  course,  an 
American  version  of  a Gospel  sermon 
preached  by  one  other  than  himself,  lit 
closes  his  masterpiece  by  saying  “Doctor, 
this  is  the  kind  of  preaching  we  hear  all 
over  this  country  . I think  it  is  time  for 
the  ministers  of  the  Arminian  faith  to  speak 
out  agaiu*t  such  rank  antinoinianism.  ” 

Now  I can’t  say  just  what  this  brother 
means  by  keeping  the  Ten  Commandments. 
Whether  he  means  it  is  obligatory  m order 
to  have  eternal  life  or  whether  one  must 
keep  them  in  Christ  Jesus  as  an  evidence 
of  eternal  life. 

I do  know  that  theer  is  no  lack  of  dili- 
gence on  the  part  of  Armimans  today  in 
speaking  out  against  the  sovereignty  of  God 
in  salvation  by  grace.  I find  everywhere  I 
go  that  an  Arminian  ha*  been  declaring  the 
truth  a*  he  aces  it,  exhorting  men  to  put 
their  goodness  and  integrity  alongside  the 
grace  of  God  and  work  out  their  salvation 
with  fear  and  trembling  . To  depend,  for 
eternal  life,  on  keeping  the  Ten  Command* 
ment*  i*  almurd  and  altogether  impractica- 
ble. “For  I through  the  law  died  unto  the 
law  that  I might  live  unto  find.  I have 
been  crucified  with  Christ  and  it  is  no  longer 
I that  live  but  Christ  liveth  in  me  snd  that 
life  which  1 now  live  in  the  fle»h  I live  in 
faith,  the  faith  which  is  in  the  Son  of  God 
who  loved  me  and  gave  Himself  up  for  me. . 

I do  not  make  void  the  grace  of  God,  for  ■ 
if  rightcousnei*  is  through  the  law  then 
Christ  died  for  naught.

Economic  Song. 

Thret  things  are  required  of  the  [Chris- 
tian : | prayer,  praise  and  preaching.  In 
prayerjwe  recognize  the  supreme  power  of 
God:  hence  the  Apostle  Paul  says:  “Pray 
without  ceasing;  in  everything  give  thanks.” 
Then  we  are  to  praise  God  tor  llis  good 
ness,”  I in  song  and  iu  thanksgiving,  with 
“joy  akid  melody  in  the  heart”  and  words 
of  gladness  by  the  lips.  Thirdly  comes 
preach(ng,  or  teaching  by  word,  influence 
and  example.  Song  is  a powerful  agency 
in  the;  work. 

We  flo  not  appeal  to  the  Old  Testament 
for  dojtrine;  but  for  reference.  Paul  says: 
“All  Scripture  is  inspired  of  God  and  is 
profitable;”  but  enjoins  Timothy  to  “i’reach 
the  WcM.” 

The  pleadings  of  David  are  proiUalble  to 
us,  in  the  matter  of  praise.  He  says;  “Let 
the  people  praise  thee,  0 God,  let  all  the 
people  praise  thee.”  There  is  a tendency 
in  the*e  days  to  shorten  the  praise  in  wor- 
ship. This  is  done  to  the  extent  of  depriv- 
ing a large  part  of  the  church  the  privilege 
of  participation  in  the  service. 

Women  and  childreu  can  only  take  part 
in  the  binging,  and  if  it  is  announced  “sing 
one  vdrse”  of  a hymn,  or  two,  seldom  os 
much  4*  three,  who  are  the  sufferers^  Why 
always  cut  oft'  the  singing!  Our  hyiiu^  books 
can  b^  cheapened,  if  that  is  the  Mile  of 
printing  only  three  verses  iu  the  hymns. 
Surely  mutilation  would  be  regretted; 
then  why  follow  the  economy  only  in  the 
singing! 

As  u consequence  of  this  state  of  things, 
congregational  singing  is  steauily  passing 
away,  and  much  is  done  by  proxy:  starting 
with  paid  choirs,  some  of  the  members,  pos- 
sibly, of  the  world.  In  the  “olden  time” 
nearly  all  church  members  sang,  not  artisti- 
cally perhaps,  but  generally  “with  the  spirit 
and  the  understanding  also.”  Some  of  the 
hymn  books  had  hymns  with  from  six  to 
sixteen  verses — stanzas. 

Temple  worship;  quartet  and  solo  singing 
is  leading  backward  to  founts  and  cere- 
monies. Of  course  we  don't  mean  to  go  to 
such  lpngths,  but  it  is  safest  not  to  start. 
Let  us,  rather  return  to  “the  old  paths”  and 
develop  the  gifts  of  all  the  members  of  our 
churches,  and  see  that  all  have  something 
to  dodthat  they  may  heed  the  injunction  of 
Jamcss  “Be  ye  doers  of  the  Word  and  not 
heareik  only.”

An  Old  Fragment. 

(By  Elder  Odd).  \ 

Looking  over  some  of  my  old  papers  yes 
terday  I stumbled  on,  perhaps,  the  only  r 
niaining  fragment  of  any  of  the  minutes  ot 
the  old  original  Leaf  River  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. It  consists  of  four  pages  of  the  min 
utes  of  the  session  of  1843.  It  contains  til 
last  page  [of  the  minutes  proper  and  th< 
treasurer’s  report.  Articles  of  Faith,  Gospel 
Order,  Rules  of  Decorum  and  Statist.ca 
Table.  There  were  that  year  15  churches 
304  members  and  among  the  delegates 
names  I find  those  of  five  ordained  mini' 
tere  and  obe  licentiate  and  I know  of  thr 
more  ordained  ministers  who  belonged 
churches  in  the  body,  and  there  may  ht 
been  otheils.  Elder  Thos.  C.  Hunt  was  t 
moderator  and  A.  P.  Robertson  clerk.  Th 
ordained  niinisters  whose  names  appear  in 
some  part  of  this  fragment  arc  Elders  Geo. 
Davis.  Thoo.  S.  C.  Hunt,  NT.  Robertson,  Jr., 
Giles  Stimuli,  Malcomb  M.  Morrison,  Alex 
McKenzie,  Walker,  Wm.  Mullins.  N.  Rob- 
ertson wa$  at  that  time  member  of  Leaf 
River  Church,  one  of  those  composing  the 
body,  and  I do  not  think  I can  be  mistaken 
in  believing  that  Edward  Y.  Terrell  then 
belonged  in  the  bounds  of  the  association. 
Of  the  churches,  four  were  in  Mobile  coun 
ty,  Ala , three  in  Perry  county,  two  in 
Greene,  twjo  in  Jones,  one  each  in  Covington, 
Hancock,  Clarke  and  Jackson  counties, 
Miss.  Of  the  15  churches  in  the  body  I 
know  of  only  3 remaining  auve  today 
though  th^re  may  be  others.  The  territory 
is  so  large  that  it  is  difiiculut  to  keep  track 
of  all  the  churches.  It  extended  from  the 
coast  into  Clarke  county  and  from  near 
Pearl  Rivflr  to  the  Alabama  River  above 
Mobile. 

X.  Robertson,  Jr.,  was  appointed  to  preach 
the  introductory  sermon  in  1844  at  old  Tal 
lahala  Chttreh,  which  has  father  had  or- 
ganized in  1818.  The  contributions  in  1843 
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for  missions  amounted  to  a little  over  |10. 
The  absence^  from  the  list  of  churches  of  old 
Providence  Church  seems  to  indicate  that 
the  anti-mis iionary  epidemic  of  those  days 
had  already  struck  the  association.  I don’t 
think  the  boiy  met  more  than  onee  or  twice 
after  1843  before  it  vanished.  My  impres- 
sion  is  tha  it  never  formally  dissolve^. 
Anti-mission  ism  among  churches  is  like  the 
sleeping  sickness  among  men.  They  perish 


or  hindering  one  another  cither  in  camp  or 
on  the  drill  ground,  or  on  the  battlefield. 

All  this  applies  with  remarkable  force 
to  our  great  Baptist  hosts  as  the  army  of 
the  Lord,  whether  of  America  or  thronuh- 
out  the  world.  This  Baptist  Art  of  Living 
Together  should  be  written  large  and  made 
the  word  of  conquest  throughout  our 
Southern  Zion.  More  depends  on  that,  hu- 
manly speaking,  than  on  any  other  one 
thing  as  to  what  our  people  shall  do  for 
the  cause  of  Christ,  and  for  the  extension 
of  His  kingdom  to  the  utmost  parts  of 
the  earth.  There  is  no  drill  master  for 
this,  nnd  there  can  be  no  drill  master  ex- 
cept as  each  one  shall  master  himself  for 
the  honor  and  glory  cf  Christ.  Considera- 
tion for  one  another,  the  recognition  of  the 
rights  of  one  another,  these  arc  essentially 
Baptist  principles  and  arc  at  the  very  core 
of  the  Baptist  arc  of  living  together  in 
fellowship  and  efficiency  for  the  gospel. 

At  a great  dining  of  notable  men  some 
years  ago.  Dr.  John  A.  Broadus  sat  b.-slte 
Dr.  John  nail,  the  distinguished  Prcsbyte- 
rian  preacher  of  New  York.  In  their  con- 
versation Dr.  Hall  expressed  surprise  that 
Baptists  kept  together  with  such  force  and 
efficiency  when  they  are  held  hy  no  cede- 
aiastieal  bond,  "but  s:mply  by  a rope  of 
sand.”  Dr.  Broaduus  replied,  "that  rope 
of  sand  is  what  holds  them  and  is  the 
mightiest  bond  if  you  will  look  into  it  more 
closely.”  How  true  this  is!  Baptist  fel- 
lowship is  unique,  is  their  bond  of  union, 
an!  is  their  art  of  living  together  Fellow- 
ship in  its  highest  form  is  an  affinity — and 
affinity  means  an  inherent,  inevitable  com- 
ing together  of  like  seeing  like,  and  form- 
ing the  union  of  many  into  one.  Raptist 
fellowship  is  a kind  of  fourfold  affinity, 
a fourfold  cord  or  bond  of  union,  at  onee 
their  bondage  and  thpir  liberty,  their  life 
of  service  nnd  their  crown  of  rejoicing 
The  fourfold  elements  may  be  enumerated 
somewhat  as  follows : 

1.  Fellowship  in  Conversion — Spiritual 
affinity  a common  experience  of  trace 
through  the  Spirit’s  work  in  the  heart.  r«nd 
the  one  sure  basis  of  all  Christian  fellow- 
ship an!  church  association 

2.  Fellowship  in  Doctrine — Doctrinal  nf- 
finity,  oneness  of  creed  and  confession  of 
faith,  as  the  expression  of  personal  ennvic 
tion  concerning  the  fundamental  do"trines 
and  policy  of  the  Scripturps.  especially  of 
the  Xcw  Testament. 

3.  Fellowship  in  the  Ordinances— Cere- 
monial affinity,  oneness  of  view  eoneem:ng 
baptism  and  the  Lord's  Snppper,  as  to  their 
spirit,  form  and  purpose 

4.  Fellowship  in  Service — Affinitv  of 
common  interest  and  aim.  as  co-workers 
with  Ood.  and  as  having  fellowship  with 
Him  and  with  nis  Son  Jesus  Christ. 

These  are  the  mighty  elements  in  Bap- 
tist fellowship  and  make  them  one  as  a 
great  people,  and  creates  among  them  the 
Baptist  art  of  living  together,  and  of  work- 
ing together  in  churches,  in  assoc iat  on s 
and  conventions.  With  these  rooted  and 
grounded  in  the  character  and  life,  there  is 
yet  large  room  for  individual  views  and 
private  interpretations,  and  yet  with  roval 
regard  for  Raptiat  loyalty  and  Bapf  st  lib- 
erty. There  is  in  this  the  high  art  of  at

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A Summer  * Work. 

Am  glad  to  note  in  The  Record  so  many 
good  meetings  this  summer,  and  I trust  it 
will  be  interesting  to  some  brethren  and 
friends  to  hear  of  my  summer’s  work: 

Returning  from  the  Seiminary  first  of 
June  I gave  the  first  and  fourth  Sundays 
that  month  to  Cane  Creek  Church,  near  Cor- 
inth, where  I had  been  serving  as  pastor 
before  going  to  Louisville. 

Providence 

Three  weeks  of  July  I spent  with  my 
father,  Rev.  J.  L.  Wilson  on  his  field  in 
Forest  and  Covington  counties.  The  first 
week  we  were  at  Providence,  right  miles 
north  of  Hattiesburg.  We  bad  a good  meet- 
ing. The  church  was  revived  and  eleven 
members  were  added  to  the  fold,  eight  of 
them  by  baptism.  This  js,  uerhaps,  the 
largest  country  church  in  the  State,  having 
about  350  members.  It  his  a very  inter 
esting  history,  being  now  in  its  ninety-third 
year,  and  is  one  of  the  fe*r  rural  churches 
in  Mississippi  that  employ  a pastor  for  half 
time.  The  people  in  that  community  are 
cultured,  proaperous  and  progressive.  The 
church  has  done  a great  work  and  has  yet 
greater  opportunities  for  the  future. 

Ora. 

This  is  a mill  town,  one  mile  north  of 
Collins,  on  the  0.  & S I.  JL  R-  The  meet- 
ing began  the  second  Sunday  in  July,  but 
the  weather  was  unfavorable  and  several 
aervicea  were  rained  out.  The  church  was 
strengthened  spiritually,  but  only  one  was 
received  into  the  membersbfp.  However, 
I trust  good  seed  were  sown,  which  will 
yield  a profitable  harvest  in  the  future 
This  is  a noble  band,  but  local  conditions 
make  their  work  difficult. 

R&wles  Spring? 

While  spending  a few  days  in  my  fath- 
er’s home  here,  I had  the  pleasure  of  at 
tending  the  meeting  at  Central  ( hurch 
(Rawles  Springs)  conducted  by  Pastor  A. 
L.  O’Bryant,  and  helping  a utile  in  the 
work  there.  Ten  or  eleven  members  were 
received  and  it  was  otherwise  a good 
meeting.  This  was  the  third  week  in  July. 

Salem 

Here  I found  one  of  the  most  wide-awake 
earnest  body  of  Christians  I ever  preached 
to.  This  church  is  about  one  and  a half 
miles  east  of  Collins,  in  one  of  the  best 
farming  sections  of  the  State.  They  were 
ready  for  the  meeting,  which  began  the 
fourth  Lord’s  day  and  started  off  at  high 
tide.  Received  fourteen  accessions  to  the 
church— ten  by  baptism.  It  was  csclightful 
to  see  such  loyalty  tq  their  church  as  was 
manifested  by  the  young  people  here.  Al- 
most a score  of  young  men  are  active  Chris- 
tian workers,  some  of  whom  are  less  than 
twenty  years  of  age. 

Hattiesburg. 

During  the  month  of  August  I supplied 
for  Pastor  J N.  McMflMn,  of  Columbia 
Street  Baptist  Church,  Hnttiesburg.  This  is 
a strong  growing  church,  fully  awake  to  the 
possibilities  in  advancing  the  Master's  King- 
dom in  that  splendid  little  city.  They  are 
planning  to  build  in  the  near  future  an 
adequate  house  of  worship.  Bro.  McMillin 
was  the  pastor  of  the  First  Church  when 
their  handsome  building  was  erected,  and  I 
hope  he  will  remain  with  the  Columbia 
Street  Church  till  they  also  have  built  a 
splendid  meeting  house,  thus  winning  for 
himself  of  leading  two  churches  in  the  same 
himself  the  distinction  of  leading  two  chur- 
ches in  the  same  city  in  building  enter- 
prises. 


Cane  Creek 

Leaving  Hattiesburg  Sunday  night  after 
services  I made  a long  jump  to  Alcorn 
county,  giving  the  first  week  in  August  to 
the  above  church.

This  is  also  a splendid  church 
in  s prosperous  neighborhood. 

Philadelphia 

Beginning  first  Sunday  in  September  one 
week  was  given  to  proclaiming  Ihe  Won! 
at  Philadelphia  Chureh.  Lafayfctte  county, 
eleven  members  were  added  to  the  church — 
six  of  them  on  s profession  of  faith.  And  T 
never  saw  a church  more  revived  in  a meet- 
ing. There  was  literally  a transformation 
in  lives  and  hearts— many  were  brought 
nearer  to  God.

United  Kingdom  Baptist  Letter. 

^Special  and  kxclnsive  to  The  Baptist  Rec- 
ord. from  our  London  correspondent). 

In  the  courie  of  his  stay  in  this  country 
Dr  Aked  is  leading  a very  active  life  and 
crowds  are  bling  attracted  whenever  he 
preaches  Oil  July  25th  he  preaened  in 
Liverpool.  A.t  the  evening  meeting  the 
great  building  chosen  for  the  occasion  wa* 
crammed  in  ekery  jiossible  nook  and  comer 
even  to  the  filling  of  four  tiny  galleries  in 
the  comers  of  the  ceiling  which  have  hardly 
ever  been  oue^ipied  before  in  the  niitory  of 
the  building  It  is  good  to  see  Dr.  Aked  in 
splendid  health,  buoyant  spirits,  and  with- 
out a trace  left  of  his  serious  illness— unless 
it  is  in  other  ways  than  physically.  For 
surely  s new  Dr.  Aked  was  heard— mellow 
ed.  softened,  enlarged  and  spiritualized. 
The  morning  sermon  was  a stirring  hearten- 
ing word  of  encouragement  to  Christian 
workers  on  the  words  from  the  Revelation. 
“His  servant*  shall  serve  Him.  for  they 
ihall  ye  His  face,  and  His  name  shall  lie  on 
their  foreheads  ” 

Dr.  Aked  speaking  at  a dinner  given  in 
his  honor  at  Liverpool  denied  that  he  bad 
become  an  American  citizen,  as  reported  on 
this  side.  He  also  declared  that  there  was 


not  an  atom  of  truth  in  reports  of  inter- 
view* cabled  from  New  York  attributing 
to  him  disrespectful  statement#  regarding 
King  Edward  and  Monarchy,  or  that  he 
had  ever  spoken  a <1  *pa raging  word  about 
his  native  land  lie  could  be  trusted  never 
to  do  that  in  the  days  to  come.  He  paid 
glowing  tribute  to  the  American  nation  and 
people. 

Considerable  interest  baa  been  aroused  by 
the  resolution  which  has  been  sent  out  by  j 
the  conmittrA  of  the  Bible  Translation  So-jl 
eietv  to  all  the  Baptist  Asaooations  in 
England.

Society  in  publishing  faithful  and  true  i

Baptist  Missionary  Society  which  deals  with  J

Now,  Baptists  hale  Bishops.  But  a Baptist 
Bishop  is  unlike!  any  other  Bishop  in  the 
world.  In  the  (unman  Catholic  Church  the 
Bishop  holds  the  jirst  place  in  the  hierarchy; 
in  the  Church  o<  England  there  are  three 
classes  of  Bishop! — the  Diocesan  Bishops 
the  Suffragan  Bishops,  and  the  Assistant 
Bishops;  in  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
United  States  thire  are  Bishops  and  Bish- 
ops- coadjutor in  Ithe  the  Methodist  Church 
there  are  Bishop!,  who  arc  elected  in  any 
number  re«|uire<i  by  the  General  Confer- 
ences; but  in  th(e  Baptist  Churches  every 
ordained  minister!  is  a Bishop. 

Baptists  claim  (hat  the  episcopacy,  in  its 
varied  forms,  is  an  innovation  of  men,  and 
that  there  is  not  the  slightest  warrant  for  it 
in  the  Bible.  It  is  here-,  and  in  my  humble 
judgment  it’s  herb  as  a curse,  rather  than  a 
blessing.

eral,  buildings  with  metal  roof*.”  |

When 
I go  to  bed  at  night  I M very 
much  more  aeenre  than  if  I had  a 
wood  shingle  roof  over  my  head 
Fires  are  dangerous  thing*,  <**pe- 
eially  in  town*  like  ours  where 
there  is  no  fire  department  and  if 
a live  spark  once  get*  a start  on  a 
wood  roof  in  our  town  the  house 
is  doomed. 

I always  feel  disposed  to  give 
full  credit  where  it  is  due  and  so 
far  as  the  Cortright  shingles  are 
concerned  I feel  that  I am  doing 
only  an  act  of  simple  just.ee  to 
state  that  such  a material  sur- 
passes all  others,  and  that  the 
price  is  most  reasonable.  If  you 
are  thinking  of  doing  any  roofing, 
either  on  your  honse,  your  barn, 
your  ehnrch  or  your  school  I 
would  advise  that  you  study  the 
roofing  question  very  delicately.
